HAND-TO-HAND FIGHT IN 


LONG CARPATHIAN TUNNEL 


Berlin Correspondent Tells of Terri- 
ble Battle, Lighted Only by 
Grenade Flashes. 

BERLIN, Dec. 22.—Hand-to-hand fight- 
ing in the Meste-Canesci railway tunnel, 
nearly three-fourths of a mile in length, 
is described by the correspondent of the 
Tagenblatt, who says that terrible scenes 
were enacted in the darkness of the 
bore, lighted only by the flashes of hand 

grenades.

JAMMED; TRAINS 
RE HOURS LATE 


Platforms and Men Unable 
to Handle Business. 


CROWDS ~ KEPT WAITING 


Postmaster Selph Says Terminal 
Will. Not Hire Sufficient 
* Men to Handle Mail. 


Chaotic conditions obtained at Union 
Station last night and today. Passen- 
ger trains were from one to six hours 
late in departing, equally late in arriv- 
ing, and in some instances inbound 
trains were stalled in the terminal yards 
for as long as four hours, waiting a 
chance to get into the congested station. 

Travelers were jammed into the wait- 
ing rooms, excitedly inquiring when be- 
lated trains would arrive, the causes of 
delay, and wondering when trains which 
are made up here would be on track 
ready to depart for other points. 

On the boardwalks, between the [2 
tracks in Union Station, were hundreds 


of trucks piled high with mail sacks, 
parcel post and express packages. Ter- 
minal, railroad and express officials ad- 
mitted that everything ‘“‘was in a jam,” 
the worst in years. 

Blame Is Shifted. 

All were agreed that the congestion 
was caused by inability to handle the 
unprecedented amount of Christmas 
mail and express which is being sent 
about the country as the result of pros- 
perous conditions. But the Terminal 
Railroad officials laid the biame for 
the delay on the express companies, and 
the express officials, in. turn, insisted 
that the Terminal Association is to 
blame. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter sought an 
explanation of the congestion from I, 
L. Burlingame, general manager of the 
Terminal Association, which controls 
the arrival and departure of trains at 
Union Station. ‘Ht .is due,” Burlin- 
kame said, “to the express ‘companies’ 
failure to wnload the express cars be- 
ing received here for them, and to turn 
the empty cars back to us for use on 
outgoing trains. 

“We aré Rundling the heaviest Christ- 
mas business in years. The parcel post 
has increased the tonnage way above 
the average. Normally about 120 tons 
or leas of mail and express is handled 
daily at the station. Now we are hand- 
ling more than 1700 tons daily, about 
1000 tons of which is express.”’ 

Burlingame said he had 12 men work- 
ing all last night in an effort to move 
the mail and express. He insisted that 
departing trains, on a grand average, 
were only 30 minutes late, but passenger 
agents representing the various frail- 
roads told reporters that all trains were 
at least from an hour to three hours 
late in departing, and in some instanc 
more. Each day 150 trains enter and 
180 leave the station. 

Selph Blames Terminal. 

Postmaster Selph said the congestion 
was due to the fact that the Terminal 
had been unprepared for the Christmas 
rush, although there was an increase of 
nearly 100 per cent in the volume of out- 
going and incoming mail as compared 
with last year, and this was indicated 
several days ago, giving the Terminal 
ample time to prepare for it. 

Selph said a Terminal official last 
night notified hi mthat about twenty- 
five mail handlers had gone on strike. 
Selph said he agreed‘to furnish super- 
visors to aid in facilitate the handling 
of mail and also agreed to furnish 
about fifty men to handle mail, though 
he told the Terminal people he did not 
believe these men would be willing to 
work for 21 cents an hour. 

In employing extra men to work for 
the Postoffice Department in handling 
Christmas mail Selph said he paid them 
35 cents an hour. . r 

Inspectors this afternoon reported to 
Selph that the Terminal had an insuf- 
ficient number of switchmen to handle 
the trains. 

More Men Neded. 

Express company officials say that 
the Terminal failed to provide enough 
men to handle the transfer of mail, 
baggage and express, and that as a 
result the express, baggage and mail 
cars are kept standing in the station 
for hours, until they can be unloaded. 

It was pointed out that other trains 
could not enter the station until these 
cars were unloaded, and that this re- 
sulted in delaying the departure and 
arrival of trains, forcing most incoming 
trains to wait in the yards for long 
periods for an opportunity to get into 
the train shed. Another cause for delay 
of departing trains, which are made up 
here, was that baggage, mai and ex- 
press cars were not being unloaded 
quickly enough to enable them to be 
switched to the outgoing trains. 

A general agent for an express com- 
pany said that three cars of express, 
which arrived in St. Louis at 3 p. m. 
yesterday, were not switched to the 
express company tracks until 6:30 a. m.

FRANCHISE TAKEN 


State Files Quo Warranto Pro- 
ceedings Against. All Steel 
Motor Car Co. 


NO EFFECT ON. ASSETS 


Petition Says Cash of “Paid Up” 
Capital Wasn't Paid, Patents 
of No Value. 


Quo warranto proceedings were filed 
at Macon, Mo., today, by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Barker, against the All-Steel Mo- 
tor Car Co., manufacturers of the Ma- 
con automobile, at Macon, for the for- 
feiture of its franchise and its corporate 
privileges andall its real and personal 
property. The action is based on in- 
formation gathered by A. L. McCawley, 
head of the Curporation Department ot 
the office of Secretary of State. 

The company was incorporated June 
%, 1915, with a stated capital stock of 
$400,000, of the par value of $100 a share, 
for the declared purpose of manufactur- 
ing and selling steel automobiles. In 
its articles of incorporation it declared 
that half of its capital stock had been 
paid up in the form of $6000 cash and 
$195,000 in property, consisting of two in- 
ventions filed in the United States Pa- 
tent Office by Charles L. Smith, 

The petition states that the corpora- 
tion never had $5000 paid up in cash, nor 
any part thereof, and that both the 
cash and property items were purely 
fictitious. One invention, according to 
the petition, was not a part of the 
company’s property at the time of in- 
corporation, but was transferred to it 
later by Smith for a separate and dis- 
tinct consideration, as payment for his 
shares of the capital stock, and under 
a contract providing for a royalty and 2 
salaried position with the company. 

Deciaratio:n as to Invention. 


The petition declares that the trans-j{ 


fer of the invention was never record- 


ed in the United. States Patent Office 
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Scene at Downtown Fire, Where Ice Made ‘ 
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and the. application for a patent was}. 


allowed to lapae. It is alleged, further 


that while this invention’ was filed 0¢&-—* 


26, 1914, practically the same invention 
was filed by. Smith on Aug. 3, 1916, 
which is still in the name of Smith and 
to which the company has no title. 
It is declared that neither patent, if 
granted, would be of any value. 

The other invention was not a part of 
the assets of the company at the time 
of its organization. and incorporation, 
according to the petition, but the appli- 
cation was afterward transferred to the 
company by Smith, the principal stock- 
holder, in payment for stock and for a 
royalty and a salaried position. The ap- 
rlication for the invention is declared 
to have been totally worthless because 
the same improvement had been pa- 
tented by the Packard Motor Co. 

It ig alleged that Smith, at the time of 
incorporation, owned 1994 of the 2000 sub- 
scribed shares of capital stock and aft- 
erward surrendered stock of the value 
of $100,000 to the company, the effect of 
which was to reduce the subscribed cap- 
ital stock to a figure much below one- 
half of its authorized. capital. 

Tt is alleged that after the articles of 
association had been spread upon the 
records of the company, some unknown 
officer or agent or director of the com- 
pany caused them to be changed so as 
to show 40,000 shares instead of 4000 an4d 
the value changed from $100 to: $0 

After this alleged alteration of the 
minutes, according to the petition, the 
company sold stock at $10 a share ag- 
gregating $300,000, 

Other allegations are that the com- 
pany, without consent of the State au- 
thorities, changed its principal business 
office from St. Louis to Macon, that it 
failed to file with the Secretary of Stata 
an affidavit setting forth the sale of 
one-fouth of the authorized and unsub- 
scribed capital stock, and that the com. 
pany has sold stock for personal notes 
of the purchasers, unindorsed and un- 
secured. 


The proceeding at Macon will not af- 
fect the value of the company’s as- 
sets, which is thought by McCawley to 
be in excess of the outstanding stock 
abilities. The assets consist of real es- 
tate, buildings, machinery and cash in 
banks and deposited with automobile 
material companies. 

An audit is being. made, in which the 
inventions will not be listed as assets. 
The patents cover a combined body and 
chassis and an axle in which the power 
is diverted to the wheel which offers 
the greatest resistance. On the latter 
the company has ‘arranged to pay a 
royalty to the Packard company. 

The company was organized by Smith, 
the inventor. He retained 1994 shares of 
stock. The other incorporators were 
Frederick V. L. Smith, A. O. Trorlicht, 
Frederick H. Van Craenenbroeck and 
Hunter Woodson. The board of direc- 
tors was authorized to isgue $200,000 more 
of stock and about $100,000 worth of this 
bas been issued.

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GOVERNMENT SHIPPING 
BOARD |S NOMINATED 


President Names Five to Admin- 
ister the New Federal 
Law. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—President 
Wilson today nominated the following 
to be members of the Federal Shipping 
Board: William Denman of San Fran- 
cisco, Bernard N. Baker of Baltimore, 
John A. Donald of New York, John 


Barber White of Kansas City, Mo., and 
Theodore Brent of New Orleans. 

The board under the law will have 
general supervision over freight rates 
in American waters. It is empowered to 
organize a $50,000,000 corporation to build 
or buy merchant ships. Fortynine per 
eént of the stock will be available for 
public subscription and that which is 
not subscribed will be taken by the 
Government. 

The ships built or bought will be 
available to lease or charter by private 
interests, but may be operated by the 
Government should private concerns fail 
to take them. The intent of the law 
aside from being to restore ships for 
American commerce removed by the 
war, is to open up trade routes which 
private capital does not consider yet 
profitable enough for it to enter. 

The ships may be used as naval auxil- 
laries in time of war. 

Denman’s Term Lougest. 

Denman, who gets the longest term of 
six years, is a Democrat and a lawyer 
with experience in admiralty cases. He 
ig a graduate of the University of Call- 
fornia. .He was chairman of a com- 
mittee to Investigate muncipal corrup- 
tion in San Franciseo in 1908, and has 
been prominent in a movement in Cali- 
fornia for the election of nonpartisan 
Judges. :

TENDENCY TO RESENT IT 


General Disposition, However, 
‘to Give Wilson Credit for 
Sincerity of Purpose. 


LONDON, Dec. 22.—President Wilson's 
note is given the biggest display of any 


other war announcements to a minor 
place. Headlines such as “Prerident 
Wilson’s Stranze Peace Hssay,” “Presi- 
aent Wilson’s Peace Feeler’’ and “Amaz- 


ing Note,” indicate in slight measure 


the astonishment caused by the com- 
munication. Much speculation is induiged 
in a8 to the motive or causes which 
inspired the President to send. such & 
note after his assumption of the attitude 
that he would not mediate unless tn- 
vited by both groups of belligerents. 

When most of the editorials of the 
British newspapers were written Secre- 
tary Lansing’s statements had not been 
received. 

One section of Ahe press, utterly re- 
jecting any idea of the possibility of 
peace negotiations as the outcome of 
the recent German note, attributes the 
President’s action to the success of prop- 
aganda conducted by Count von Bern-. 
storff in America and what they de- 
scribe as the masterly inactivity of the 
late British Government. The more gen- 
eral impression ie that the agitation in 
America for an embargo on food ex- 
ports had much to do with Mr. Wilson's 
action. 

It is aleo suggested that the President 
may have received special information 
from the German Government and is 
aware of the extent to which Germany 
is prepared to go toward “reparation, 
restitution and guafrantees."”” This is the 
view expressed by the Daily Chronicle. 
Some discussion is also devoted to the 
chances of Congress passing food export 
measures and possibly an embargo on 
cotton and war materials. 

Says German People Are Deceived. 

The Manchester Guardian says: 

“The German people are * * * kept 
quiet only by assertions that England 
intends the utter destruction of their 
country. This is untrue and the sooner 
the truth is conveyed to the German 
people the better for a chance of saving 
civilization from an indefinite continu- 
ance of the carnage. 

“If this were done the Government 
would occupy a very strong position in 
replying to the American note.” 

The Guardian contends that Great 
Britain has done her part in indicating 
her views and that it is‘now for Ger- 
many to say what she has to propose. 

The Morning Post regards President 
Wilson’s “detachment” as passing be- 
Hef and freminiscent of the attitude of 
the antique gods. The Post says: “We 
had supposed by this time even the 
Americans realized what the nations 
were fighting about, but as they pro- 
fess ignorance we ‘shall attempt to ex- 
plain the matter*to them. Germany set 
out to conquer Europe.” 

If the United Kingdom, like the! 
United States, had stood aside, the pa- 
per argues, Germany Might have suc- 
ceeded and then, with Zurope conquered. 
there would have remained the United 
States. 

“Does President Wilson suppose that 
the Monroe Doctrine and the American

EXPRESS COMPANIES 
ALMOST. SWAMPED 


Unprecedented Rush of Gifts 
Being Sent From St. Lduis 
Offices.

A Christmas rush of express busi- 
ness exceeding anything ever before 
experienced is almost swamping the 
local tacilities of the express com- 
panies. The iavish sending of gifts 
by people who are prospering from 
higher wages and generous bonuses 
is partly the cause, but according to 
local express officials there are sev- 
eral vuther reasons. 

The volume of business has been in- 
creased enormously by food products 
and other things ‘which ordinarily would 
have gone by freight. This is due in 
part to a scarcity of freight cars all 
over the country. Many merchants have 
ordered shipments by express in the 
hope of hurriedly replenishing stocks 
which were unexpectedly depleted by 
the purchasing power of a prosperous 
working class. 

In some cases carloads of bottled 
beer have been consigned by express 
because the thirsty consumers feared 
freight would not get it to them in time 
for the holidays. Two carloads yester- 
day had been waiting several days for 
dispatch. Large quantities of electric 
lamp globes were waiting on the ex- 
press platforms yesterday for shipment. 

There is an unusually large amount 
bf live and dressed poultry being sent 
by express. Canned goods also. are be- 
ing sent by express. The companies are 
accepting all consignments offered, but 
they freely admit that there may be 
delay in delivery. They are working ex- 
tra men, but they are handicapped by 
shortage of cars and loading facilities.

Express View That It May Be 
Important Step in Bringing 
About Peace. 


ITS TIMELINESS DISCUSSED 


Called Stand for Humanity and’ 
the U. S.. for Which No | 
Apology Is Necessary. 


Editorials in American newspapers. 
generally voice the hope that the 
President's notes to the belligerents 
will be an important step toward 
peace. Excerpts from editorials in 
some of the leading newspapers of 
the country telegraphed to the Post- 
Dispatch @re as follows: 


New York Sun: For its part, the 
Sun is content to allow the original 
note to speak for itself without regard 
to the subsequent explanations and ex- 
planations of explanations. We com- 
mend the main intent of the President 
to emphasize and accelerate the obvi- 
ous tendency of the present situation 
toward the consideration of terms which 
may result in a satisfactory and lasting 
peace. We believe that in choosing this 
time for such initiative as is within 
his power he has chosen well. We are 
glad to stand With him in his proposals.

willingness to abandon the traditional 
American policy. Let there be light in 
Germany and there may be a peace on 
terms honorable to Germany, because 
they are just to the inrocent victim of 
aggression and right to the vision of 
the world’s moral sense. 

Time: Thc response of the allies 
to the President's note we know in ad- 
vance, It is only as to Germany's real 
purposes ag to the terms upon which 
she would be willing to make peace that 
we are in the dark. It was with a view 
‘to getting light from that quarter, we 
are convinced, that the President wrote 
and dispatched the note. On any other 
basis of interpretation the note is in- 
consistent with itself and with the cir- 
cumstances of the time. The great sat- 
isfaction in Germany over the Berlin 
suggestion of an exchange of views 
about peace, transmitted through our 
Government, the elation caused#in Ger- 
man quarters by the President's note 
are what might have been expectéd as 
the welcoming of an event ardently 
longed for. It is the general opinion 
and belief that Germany wants peace, 
that she is in a position where peace 
has become, or surely will become, an 
urgent necessity.

State Supreme Court Severely 
Criticises Conduct of Former 
School Board Member. 


REVIEWS THE EVIDENCE 


Lack of Sincerity Shown in 
Claims of Defendant, Rul- 
ing Declares. 


The Missouri Supreme Court yester- 
day afternoon handed dow, a decision 
upholding Circuit Judge Shields tn oust- 
ing August H. Kuhs as a member of 
the Board of Education and requiring 
him to pay back to the board $11,500 of 


the $84,000 received by him and his son, 
A. J. Kuhs, as realty agents for a high 
school site at King’s highway and Sen 
Francisco avenue. 

The Post-Dispatch, last year, exposed 
the Kuhs deal with the Board of Hdu- 
cation; and the publication of the de- 
tails resulted in the Sling against Aug- 
ust H. Kuhs of a criminal charge and a& 
civil suit for restitution of the money 
and his ouster as a member of the 
Board of Education. : 

In the Supreme Court’s opinion, writ- 
ten by Judge Walker, there is scathing 
criticism of the Kuhses because of the 
conflicting and varied statements which 
they made under oath at two St. Louis 
trials. In this connection the conduct 
of A. H. Kuhs is described as “not char- 
acteristic of an honest public official.’ 

Evidence Was Ample. 

After referring to ‘the deal in which 
Kuhs and his son first purchased the 
property through John M. Sheppard for 
$22,500 and then sold it to the Board uf 
Education for $84,000, the decision says: 

“The evidence was ample to authorize 
the action of the trial] court in perma- 
nently removing him as a member of 
the Board of Education, and in finding, 
under the statute upon which this ac- 
tion is based, that he wag liable to the 
board in the amount he had knowingly 
permitted to be paid by it for the school 
site in excess of the price paid for the 
property by Sheppard. 


store: 

“There is a lack of sincerity in the 
defense in this case not characteristic 
of that of an honest public official. He 
does not combat the charges preferred 
with a frankness indicative of inno- 
cence. He denies all knowledge of the 
transaction in the face of the fact that 
he knew Sheppard was negotiating to 
purchase the property to gel] the aame 
to the School Board. He and his. son 
contend that he did not participate fn 
conducting the business of A. H. Kuhs 
& Son or of the A. H. Kuhs & Son 
Realty Co., although he was a partner 
in the one and a director and secretary 
in the other. 

“In the presence of these facts he 
must be held chargeable with a notice 
of the transaction of these two con- 
cerns as he stands in the one case in 
the relation of copartner in the com- 


poration in the other. 

“Notwithstanding that A. J. Kuhs, the 
son, testified that his father had noth- 
ing to do with the purchase and sale of 
the property to the School Board and 
had no interest in either the A. H. Kuhs 
or the A. H. Kuhs & Son Realty Co. 
and that the son was the sole owner cf 
that A. H. Kuhs & Son, the A, H. Kuhs 
& Son Realty Co., his. testimony is in- 
consistent with the other facts and cir- 
cumstances in evidence. 


Testimony Was Changed. 

“Examined prior to the suti before 
the Board of Education A. J. Kuhs tes- 
tified that his father owned 88 shares of 
the stock ofthe A. H. Kuhs & Son 
Realty Co. 

“At ‘the trial of the Instant case he 
testified that his father owned none of 
the stock, and that when he testified 
before the board he had forgotten that 
his father transferred such stock to him.

Crossley and the Gardner Prison Con- 
ference, will be made by State Senator 


Sam B. Cook of Jefferson City, former 


Secretary of State. 

It became known at the conference 
at the Planters Hotel yesterday, at 
which a bill permanently abolishing the 
contract labor system, and. providing 
for many prison reforms, was approved, 
that Cook will introduce an opposition 
biJl providing for hiring the convicts to 
prison contractors at a price of $1 a 
day, the prisoner jo receive 20 per cent 
of his earnings for his own benefit or 
the benefit of those dependent upon 
him. The present contract rate is 7 
cents a day. 

Governor-elect Gardner is determined 
that the contract labor system, which 
has been so generally condemned by all 
progressive thinkers, shall not be re- 
established in this State. Under the 
provisions of a law enacted by the last 
Legislature the contract labor system 
terminates in the Missouri Penitentiary 
Dec. 31 

The plan proposed by the Gardner 
conference and embodied in the bill to 
be introduced in the Legislature early 
ir the session, is to work the convicts 
upon a prison farm, in rock quarries, in 
the manufacture of articles for the 
State institutions and county jails and 
poorhouses, and upon the roads of the 
State. It was the opinion of the # or 
50 members of the conference, many of 
whom were members of the Legislature, 
that the State, in this manner, could 
provide employment for all the inmates 
of the penal institutions.

[BILL TO GET U.S. AID 
FOR MISSOURI ROADS 


Legislation to Enable State to 
Share in Federal Fund Dis- 
cussed at Dinner. 


Good roads legislation, proposed in 
bills to be introduced into the coming 
session of the Legislature, was dis- 
cussed last night at a dinner .of the 
Federated Road Associations at the 
Mercantile Club by men who are active 
in the good roads movement in Mis- 
souri. 

A bill which has been drawn up to 
enable Missouri to share in the $75,000,- 
000 roads appropriation of Congress was 
explained by Harry B. Hawes, Repre- 
sentative-elect to the Legislature. The 
national appropriation will be. spent 
over a period of five years and Mis- 
souri’s share, if the State qualifies, will 
total $2,545,806. 15. 

Under a ruling of the solicitor of the 
Public Roads Department, Missouri 
cannot receive any of this money unless 
the State has a Highway. Department, 
and this is what the bill Hawes spoke 
of would provide. He would have a 
State Highway Commission. of four 
members, two Republicans ‘and two 
Democrats, and they would receive only 
traveling expenses and a per diem com- 
pensation. 

The sense of the meeting twas that a 
State system of highways. should be 
constructed systematically, making the 
best use of State and Federal funds. 
The meeting. was presided over by Dan- 
ie! C. Nugent, president of the Federa- 
tion. He spoke of the difficulty farm- 
ers have getting over the roads, espe- 
cially at this time of year.

We have been brought to the verge of war and if 
the conflict continues the Increasing desperation 
of the opposing peoples threaten to tear ipterna- 
tional law and neutral rights to bits. — 

Confronted by the question of how far we can 
endure the invasion of our rights we want to 
kriow the true causes of the suffering inflicted 
upon us. What are the objects of the nations at 
war and what possibility js there in a comparison 
of objects to find a common ground of settlement, 
or what prospect there is of an indefinite con- 
tinuation of the war which might make our neu- 
trality impossible. We want to govern our con- 
duct in the light of full information as to the ends 
sought by the belligerents. 

The. German group heving gained advantage 
in the conquest of small nations and territorial 
acquisition, accepts the President’s note as an aid 
to ita ardent desire for peace. This group insists 


thet it is fighting for national existence, but the 
President wants to mieasure this claim with its 
peace demands. — 

The British allies, having checked their power- 
ful enemies, and seeing a growing advantage in 
superior resources resent the President’s note 
and insist they are fighting for justice, liberty and 
humanity. 

The President wants to know how far their 
claim is consistent with their peace terms.’ 

The President asks them all in the name of 
humanity to show their hands and put their cards 
on the table that neutrals may judge the right- 
eousness of their causes. 

Incidentally the exhibit of war objects may 
work out for peace. It would bring out sharply 
the purposes of the belligerents and disclose the 
possibility of peace and the comparative advan- 
tages of peace and war.

A new item will appear in the list of Canada’s 
exports this year. It is going to send a railroad 
to a new and urgent market abroad. It is tear- 
ing up the rails and ties of 225 miles of its lately 
completed, Government-aided Grand Trunk Pacific 
line west of Edmonton and will send them to 
Northern France to be relaid for military uses 
back of the firing line. 

The tracks removed are paralleled by those of 
another line, but that line is some distance away 
and the settlers in a promising stretch of coun- 
try’ will be deprived of an important aid. A 
most ambitious scheme of internal improvement 
for which Canada ran heavily in debt will ‘ac- 
cordingly be checked, but the high price of steel, 
the scarcity of available rails and the pressure of.

And, anyway, while the war is in progress little 
of the migration to unsettled lands which the line 
was designed to promote can be expected.

Women were the first tillers of the soil. 
It was they who conceived the idea of 
preserving seeds whereby farinaceous 
food might be produced. Corn was not 
only raised by them but by them it was 
ground and further prepared for use. 
They built clay granaries in which to 
store their food products and tamed the 
cat to protect them. Implements for 
tilling the soil and devices for grinding 
the grain were invented by women. 
They were the first architects and the 


it was proved that one boy in every 26, 


first builders. They first conceived the 
idea of making cloth with which to 
protect the body. They were the first 
spinnets and the first weavers. They 
invented the first spindles and the first 
looms. Their attempts at decoration 
were the beginning of art. All methods 
and utilities had to be worked and util- 
ities had to be worked out by woman’s 
unaided brain.” 

And then Miss Gamble reiterates the 
teaching of Olive Schreiner, another 
great feminist, and the author of 
‘“‘Womeén and Labor,” by making it clear 
that women’s busy hands, in the dawn 
of the race, were not a sign of servi- 
tude; that women held an infinitely 
more dignified and worthy position than 
the idle, flattered parasites of today. 

“The fact is observed that woman 
assumed the role of protector and pro- 
vider, not as is commonly asserted be- 
cause she was compelled by man to 
become a beast of burden, but because 
she was the recognized guardian not 
only of infant life, but of the public 
welfare. The mother was the only 
recognized parent. As the land was 
held in common, women were econom- 
ically free. They were absolutely in- 
dependent of men for their support. Un- 
der these conditions the importance of 


| women’s position may be easily per- 


ceived.”’ 


Marriage Brought Her Down to Pres- 
ent Condition. 


And what brought down woman from 
her place of high authority? The thing 
that—some will tell you—still binds the 
wings of women today—marriage, or 
‘marriage by capture,” as Miss Gamble 
calls it. It seems that primitive man 
tired of going to live in his wife’s house; 
presumably he didn’t like his mother-in- 
law any better than he does nowadays. 
But if he married a woman of his 
tribe he was not even. on an equal 
footing with her. So he began the prac- 
tice of stealing a wife from another 
tribe, whom he could’ treat as he 

pleased.
